Several weeks ago each member and associate member received a 
letter and questionnaire which was honestly and sincerely conceived in 
the hope that we would bring about a majority of the membership to 
decide the course and fate of the society. To date only about 1/3 have 
responded. About 1/3 of those who responded offered criticism, obser¬ 
vation or suggestions. Their responses were genuine and well thought of. 
They all share the same concern for the future of the society and the 
private practice of medicine. I shall honestly try to personally contact 
those colleagues and seek their advice and further help. 

Except for three, all those who responded felt that we do need a 
Mahoning County Medical Society. Views varied on how it should be 
run and what it should do. The implementation of these suggestions 
will be left to the democratic process of majority rule. 

With respect to committees, a list was sent to the membership 
which included 48 committees. To date 42 members have responded for 
32 committees. Of the 42 only 3 active members requested that they be 
considered for an office in the society next year. 

The over 100 members who attended the Dec. 17 meeting got a 
sample of what the medical community is faced with. The government 
and its bureaucrats have the manpower and facilities, at the taxpayers’ 
expense, to expound their schemes and to plan for us and our patients. 
But our resources and time are very limited and become more so with 
less participation of our membership. The unity and strength of our 
society becomes so important when the state and national organizations 
;seem ready to compromise or even surrender! 

Some of those who responded to the questionnaire felt that the 
society is being run by a small minority. This happened BECAUSE THE 
MAJORITY WAS ABSENT! 

However, this minority, who so far have carried the ball, is made 
of dedicated men who have given freely of their time, energy and re¬ 
sources for the rest. They so vary in ages, background, specialty and 
views, that the only “clickish” aspect of their being is that they are 
dedicated to what they strongly believe in: the preservation of the priv¬ 
ate practice of medicine and the integrity of the physician. 

Some said that the society has been negative and reactionary. This 
perhaps has been due to the overwhelming assault on medicine in recent 
years. It leaves the busy practitioner with little time other than to be on

PROCEEDINGS OF COUNCIL 
Dec. 12, 1974 

The regular meeting of the council of the Mahoning County Medical 
Society was held on Thursday, Dec. 12, 1974, at the Youngstown Club. 

The following applications were presented by the censors:

All applications were approved. The Applicants will become members of the 
Mahoning County Medical Society 15 days after publication in the Bulletin, 
unless objection is filed in writing with the secretary before that time. 

The motion was made by Dr. Brucoli, and properly seconded, that mem¬ 
bership in the Ohio State Medical Association be on a voluntary basis, and 
if the council of the OSMA does not accept the change in our constitution, 
we pursue every feasible and legitimate avenue to have them conform to our 
desires. Motion was passed unanimously. Motion was referred to the Con¬ 
stitution Committee. 

The motion was made by Dr. Anderson, and properly seconded, that our 
delegation to the OSMA House of Delegates be instructed to compose a reso¬ 
lution for the 1975 meeting to the effect that membership in the Ohio State 
Medical Association be voluntary. Motion was passed unanimously. 

Dr. Pichette, Sixth District Councilor, reported on the activities of the 
Ohio State Medical Association. 
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The proposal from the Allen Photographic Corporation was removed 
from the table. The Executive Secretary was asked to bring to the next meet¬ 
ing of council complete information as to exact costs and obligations to the 
Medical Society and exactly what the photo company would provide to both 
the members and to the Society. Council expressed no interest in a printed 
book, but some interest in a composite photo of all members. 

A proposal was read from Burroughs Wellcome Co. asking the Medical 
Society to permit them to state that their MEDIX television series is being 
brought to the public by them in “cooperation with the physicians of your 
local county medical society.” Council examined the program resume and the 
commendation of the producer, the Los Angeles Medical Society, and agreed 
that the series is worthy. It was noted that if the program came out of a 
Cleveland TV station as planned, our permission would be irrelevant. The 
motion was made by Dr. Mahar, and properly seconded, that we go along 
with their request, and also to asked them to get the program on a Youngs- 
own TV station. Motion was passed. 

Dr. Melnick discussed a newspaper article which quoted Ezell Armour, 
Mahoning Welfare Director, as saying he was having a difficult time getting a 
doctor for the county nursing home, “apparently because the statutory pay 
of $15 an hour is not enough.” He wrote to Mr. Armour and had a phone 
call from Mr. Armour as a result. He believes that he made it clear that the 
statement as printed in the paper was not correct. Since the situation be¬ 
came very complex, council decided no further action was necessary, and 
commended Dr. Melnick on his prompt action. 

A letter was read from Nancy Childress of the Quota Club asking for 
approval for an awareness campaign on the need for immunization against 
rubella. The motion v/as made by Dr. Anderson, and properly seconded, that 
we approve their campaign, commend them for undertaking it and offer them 
help if they need it. Motion was passed. 

A letter was read from Dr. Virginia A. Fulcomer, Director of the Child 
and Adult Mental Health Center asking about the peer review system for this 
area. It was noted that the letter had already been answered, giving her the 
status of Dr. Anderson’s peer review committee. Council asked that a letter 
be sent to Dr. Gelbman, chairman of our Mental Health Committee, asking 
that his committee look into the proper relationship between psychiatrists 
and psychologists, and come up with a recommendation as to the proper 
place of the psychologist in the care of the patient. 

A letter from the Youngstown Board of Health was read asking the 
Medical Society to review a health examination form and give them help in 
revising it. The form was referred to the Government Medical Care Com¬ 
mittee, Dr. Tandatnick. chairman. 

Dr. Anderson reported that work on the Peer Review Committee is pro¬ 
gressing and that two sub-committees have met, with a third scheduled for 
next week, and that a report will be made to the full committee soon. He 
reported no further action on the District level. 

Di. Melnick reported the results to date of the vote concerning Region 
Six Peer Review Corporation being the PSRO for this area. 148 members 
returned the vote saying “no.” One member voted “yes”, and one member 
wanted more information. Council members agreed to make personal phone 
calls to those members who have not returned their vote. 

Dr. Anderson called attention to an article in the American Medical 
News, Dec. 9, entitled “HEW Sets Up Medicaid Review Plan.” This precipi¬ 
tated a two-hour discussion. Basically the article reported on regulations 
published in the Federal Register, Nov. 29th, which would put PSRO into 
effect on Feb. 1, 1975. Council discussed the role of the hospitals in this 
matter, and also the best manner in getting the information to our members. 

Meeting was adjourned.
